Future 


That the beef producer with a 


good grade herd of cows handled 
to produce an annual calf crop of- 
fers the greatest opportunity to the 
largest number 
of farmers 
in 


Hempstead 
County was the con- 


clusion of 13 leaders meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the City Hall 
at Hope. The chance for success 
with beef cattle as any other farm 
enterprise depends upon the cat- 
tleman. The future of the indus- 
try is changing to where quality 
will be an item. 


Under the discussion led by M. 


W. Muldrow, Extension 
Animal 
Husbandman of Little Rock, the 
following general outline for a 
successful cow and calf program 
was adopted: 


1. Maintain a herd of good grade 


beef type cows that are regular 
producers and good milkers. 


2. Breed for December, January, 
February and March calves. 


3. Dispose of the cows which do 
not calve each year and replace 
them with selected heifer calves. 


4. Vaccinate heifer calves against 
Bang's Disease to be used as re- 
placements at 6 to 9 months of 
age. 


5. Use a purebred bull that has 


a lot of natural thickness and qual- 
ity and is of the early maturing 
age. 


6. Balance the number of cows 
kept to the available feed supply 
through grass and home-grown win- 
ter roughage. 


7. Balance pasture with winter 


feed, silage, hay. and early sown 
winter grains. 


8. Castrate all bull calves at two 
to four weeks of age. 


9. Dehorn all horned calves with 


dehorning preparations just as the 
horn buttons appear under the skin 
or use a "calf dehorner" when 
horns are 
V* to M> inch long. 


10. Vaccinate for blackleg when 
calves are two to four months old.
